Obviously. If prohibition of the re- 


tail liquor traffic under operation of 
the county unit law In this state is to 
mean anything. Illicit sale of intoxi- 
cants must be prevented. 
After a 


period of extirpating saloons by the 
remonstrance law it was found that 
prohibition by that means was far 
from efficacious. "Blind tigers," blfnd 
pigs" and "bootleggers" were discov- 
ered to be In various "dry" localities 
dispensing ardent liquors with consid- 
erable freedom. To reinforce the re- 
monstrance lau; and make It prac- 
tically 
effective 
In thoso localities 


which had Invoked Its ban upon the 
saloons 
the "blind tiger" law was 


exacted. That law Is very stringent 
aud the penalties for violation of it 
extremely severe. 
The county option 


law In no wise disturbed the "blind 
tiger" act. 
That law stands as It was 


originally enacted. 


Now the "blind tiger" law is of Im- 


portance and benefit not only to com- 
munities that have abolished saloons 
and want prohibition of the liquor 
traffic made effective, but to communi- 
ties that still have saloons. 
Where 


liquor is sold to any extent in viola- 
tion of the law which, requires a re- 
tailer's license the state and the 
municipalities are deprived of reve- 
nues to which they are justly entitled. 
This loss is more or less in propor- 
tion to the extent of the volume of 
illicit trade. 
Moreover, where this 


utlaw manner of vending Intoxicants 
scapes the vigilance oE the author!- 
ies or is indulged by their 
com- 


'laisance, the licensed and lawful 
rade is made to suffer from an un- 
air and prohibited competition. An- 
other grave phase of the illicit traffic 
n liquor Is that the "bootlegger" and 
the keeper of a "blind tiger" prosecute 


trade whose conditions are neither 


prescribed nor qualified by the law. 
There are no stated and modified 
privileges within which the police au- 
thority of the state must see that the 
business is constrained. 
That there 


is any tolerance by authorities of 
such places is complete argument 
and conclusive proof that the places 
are doing business unsubjected to 
any restraint or conditions. 
No one' 


has any authority to regulate them 
or—to net any bounds whatever to 
their 
unlawfully 
taken 
privileges 


The only active cognizance any con- 
stituted authority of the law can' take 
of an illicit place and an Illicit dealer 
is to destroy the one and vigorously 


rosecute the other. Any course oth- 
rwiss Is simply to furnish proof of 
n unlucky bargain between- consti- 
uted authority and au outlaw traffic.

Has the city of Fort Wayne a health 


board? If so what is their duty? I had 
always supposed that in the event of 
an epidemic of any character it was 
the duty of the board of health to in- 
vestigate the conditions and if an un- 
sanitary condition existed, they would 
immediately try and remedy it. Such 
a condition does exist now in the east 
end of the city. Since the 1st of De- 
cember I am informed a sewer has 
been blocked up or stopped up. Just 
how 1 am not familiar but it 
has 


caused almost an epidemic of typhoid 
fever, 
there 
being over twenty-five 


cases within a radius of five or six 
squares and there are now six cases 
in one house. 
None of the cases so 


far as I know of have proven fatal but 
that is no credit to the sewer or to the 
board of health. .This district is north 
of East Wayne street and east of 
Begue street 
Now many physicians 


know of these conditions as they have 
had numerous cases in this district 
which they have pronounced typhoid 
fever. 
I am told that the board of 


health has been notied several times 
of this condition but there has been 
nothing done yet 
I do know that a 


few days ago when It was reported 
that 
the

clogged somewhere in the west nr.d 
that there was some noise made about 
it Immediately.

Indiana's Homeless Children 


Board of State Charities Submits Some Interesting Figures Regard- 


Ing Ciiro of Dependent Children In Our Own State. 


$24,70 


Indianapolis, March 24.—The con- 


ference which was held In .Washing- 
ton recently, on the cull of President 
Roosovelt, In tho Interest of depend- 
ent children, formulated a number of 
conclusions as the result of its delib- 
erations. 
Some of these were to the 


effect that home life is the highest 
and finest product of civilization;'that 
children should not be deprived of it 
except for urgent and compelling roa- 
sonsi that those who for sufficient 
reasons must be removed from their 
own homes, or who have no homes, 
should be cared for in families when- 
ever practicable; that the carefully 
selected foster home is for the normal 
child the best substitute for the nat- 
ural home. 


Indiana's laws and methods receiv- 


ed much favorable comment at that 
meeting, and it will therefore be In- 
teresting to know exactly what is be- 
ing done here in the direction of the 
conclusions just mentioned. 


So far as dependent children have 


been made public wards in Indiana, 
very full records concerning them are 
on file in, the office of the Board of 
State Charities. 
There jire forty-one 


institutions in the t*.e receiving 
these minor public wards. 
In addi- 


tion a few of the Boards of Children's 
Guardians board their wards in pri- 
vate homes. 
Altogether there were 


1,743 
children in tho care of these 


various Institutions and associations 
on. December 31, 1908. The average 
number is about 1.70,0.

The Part of Wisdom. 


The Payne bill, Mr. Clark asserted, 


contained divers things which should 
have been omitted, and omitted divers 
things which It should have con- 
tained. "As confessedly its chief pur- 
pose is to increase the revenues," he 
said, "it would appear to have been 
the part of wisdom to have made both 
the increases and the decreases in 
rates to that end and that end alone." 


There was, he declared, no question 


of free trade involved in the revision. 
In the present posture of affairs, he 
argued, every approximately prohibi- 
tive rate ought to be cut to a revenue 
basis. There were many of them in 
the Dingley bill, a large portion of 
which, he said, were retained in tie 
Payne bill. 


The rate on steel rails had been 


cut in two, being reduced from $7.84 
to $3.92 a ton, but he predicted that 
the Payne rate would prove just as 
prohibitive as the higher figure. 


He referred to the testimony of Mr. 


Carnegie before the 
committee in 


which he said that no tariff was need- 
ed on steel rails even from a protec- 
tionists viewpoint, and said that on 
the steel rail question he pinned his 
faith to the laird of Sklbo.

responded but the burglar had had 
plenty of time to make his escape. 
Ualmon is employed as an accountant 
at the Fort Wayne Electric works and 
when he got home 
last 
night 
he 


noticed a light in an upstairs room. 
Ho knew his wife was not at home 
but he ran up the front, steps and as 
he got on the porch ho saw n man 
coming down stairs. 
Ho went to the 


Dean home, which is next door, and 
asked the fireman to help him catch 
the thief. 
Dean had three revolvers 


but did not take one with him and 
as he and Dalman reached the rear of 
the house they saw the burglar dart 
out. 


Buglar Turns and Fires. 


Dean ordered him to stop and in- 


stead he turned and shot. The two 
men, 
followed, however, and as Dean 


got around the corner of the house 
there was another shot and the bul- 
let struck him. This stopped the pur- 
suit and the man had no difficulty in 
making his escape. By the lime the 
police arrived there was no clew to 
his whereabouts.
